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REMARKS 

In the present Amendment, Claims 21-26 have been amended to replace "The light- 
emitting device" with —The polymer-. 

Claims 37 and 38 have been amended to change their dependency. 
Claims 27 and 36 have been canceled. 

No new matter has been added and thus entry of the present Amendment is respectfully 
requested. Upon entry of the Amendment, Claims 2, 3, 5-7, 9-15, 21-26, 28-35 and 37-38 will 
be all the claims pending in the application. 

Applicants note with appreciation that all of the previously raised rejections have been 
withdrawn, and that Claims 2, 3, 5-7, 9-15 and 21-34 are allowed. 

In Paragraph No. 7 of the Office Action, Claim 35 has been objected to as being of 
improper dependent form. Specifically, the Examiner asserted that Claim 35 is substantially a 
duplication of Claim 27. 

In response, Applicants have canceled Claim 27. Accordingly, the Examiner is 
respectfully requested to reconsider and withdraw the objection. 

In Paragraph No. 8 of the Office Action, Claim 36 has been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the rejection is moot because Claim 36 has been 
canceled. 

In Paragraph No. 9 of the Office Action, Claims 36-38 have been rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite. 
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In response, Applicants have canceled Claim 36 and amended Claim 38 to depend from 

Claim 37. Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider and withdraw the 

rejection.
